The yield of mulier cano in tho North- 
ern Htatos will mil average over ten to 
twelve tons por acre, A Louisiana 
planter repoits of the yield of six lead- 
ing plantations in Louisiana tor the year 
1879, that the number ot tons ot cano 
per acre varied from seventeen to twen- 
ty-throo, nvoraging a little over cine- 
tcou. Tho nunibor of pounds of BUgar 
miulo from a ton of cane varied from 
eighty to 122, averaging a littio over 
100. The average was over 2,000 pounds 
(if sugar per acre, beside the molasses. 
In dry Egypt, the cane averages twenty- 
two tons per acre ; in Brazil, twenty- 
five to thirty tons por acre ; in Cuim, 
thirty to thirty-five tons ^icr acre ; iu 
Barbadocs, thirty-six tons per aero. Two 
tons of sugar por acre is a contmon pru- 
ductien in tho tropics, In many re- 
gions the produotiou ia much more than 
tiiat.
